Document D2 , which is considered the closest prior art, 
discloses a controllable magnetic valve from which the** 
subject matter of claim 1 differs in that the 
cylindrical housing has radially oriented apertures 
designed such that said apertures are closed when the 
first sealing body is placed in a stop position in its 
first seal seat or in the immediate vicinity of the 
first seal seat, and in that said apertures are open 
when the first sealing body is placed in the opposite 
stop position. Therefore, the subject matter of claim 1 
is novel (PCT Article 33(2)) .
